FORECAST OF THE SHUFFLE To| 
TAKE PLACE AT OTTAWA H 


The New Government Will of Neces- 
sity Have to Summon Parliament 
at an Early Date—Desirable That | 
New Government Should be in Of-| 
fice Before the Arrival of the Duke} 
of Connaught. 


Ottawa.—It is a little too early yet 
to definitely forecast in detail political | 
changes to be made as a result of the 
Conservative victory. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Mr, Borden will not be 
in a position to definitely announce 
their plans for a week or 80, but; 
meanwhile the probability of the situ- 
ation is being eagerly discussed at the 
capital, where the change of govern- 
ment is, of course, of especial interest. | 
The premier and the other members | 
of the government will hold a cabinet 
meeting as early as possible after the 
return of the ministers to the city. 

Sir Wilfrid will, of course, leave to 
his successor the filling of all posi- 
tions now vacant, including two sen- 
ate vacancies, a judgeship in Ontario, 
and two county judgeships. The post 
of Canadian high commisioner in Lon- 
don, which will be rendered vacant as 
soon as Lord Strathcona’s resignation | 
is formally tendered, will be Mr. Bor- 
den’s first apple of discord. It is sug- 
gested that Hon, Clifford Sifton and 
Sir Hugh Graham may both want it 
as a reward for their services in the 
campaign, 

The change will { 
possible speed in view of the pending 
departure of Earl Grey. It is desir- 
able that the new government should 
be in office before the arrival of the 
Duke of Connaught, so that his royal 
highness may not be embarrassed by 
arriving in Canada while political af- 
fairs are in a state of transition re- 
quiring vice-regal action. Earl Grey's 
departure on October 6 may now have 
to be postponed for a few days, After 
Sir Wilfrid formally tenders the re- 
signation of his government to Karl; 
Grey, the latter will promptly ask Mr. 
Borden to form a cabinet. He is for- 
tunate in that practically all the 
strong men of his party, with the ex- 
ception of C. A. Magrath, of Medicine 
Hat, have been re-elected, He need 
not, and probably will not, go outside 
the ranks of parliament, for the pres- 
ent at least, in making up his cabinet, 
although Premier McBride, of British 
Columbia; Premier Roblin, of Mani- 
toba; Hon. Frank Cochrane, of On- 
tario and Premier Hazen, of New 
Brunswick, are suggested as possible 
provincial lieutenants who will be 
asked to enter the federal arena. All 
these are comfortably placed at pres-| 
ent, and within the party ranks in the | 
commons are men who have earned 
by past services, and who expect, 
cabinet preference. 

The new government will of neces- 
sity have to summon parliament at) 
the earliest possible moment, prob-| 
ably the last week in October or the 
first week in November. Supply was | 
only partly voted when parliament 
dissolved. Already in some of the de- 
partments there is no money avail- 
able. There will probably be a session 
of a month or so to pass supply, to be | 
followed by an adjournment — until) 
February, while the new government | 
finds its bearings and prepares its | 
legislative programme. 

One of the first difficulties will be 
with regard to the naval policy. The | 
tenders are in for the first ten ships of 
the new navy, and the first parlia- 
ment experience of Mr. Borden will 
be tested in his handling of this prob- 
lem. 

Laurier, despite his personal desire | 
to retire with honor for a well-earned 
rest, to take his pleasure in his lib-| 
rary and as a master essayist in na- 
tional and imperial political economy, | 
will probably stay at the head of his 
party. As leader of the opposition, he 
would still be a commanding figure in 
the house. With Mr. Borden as prem- 
ier and Sir Wilfrid as opposition lead- 
er, the game of political strategy in 
Canada should prove an intensely in- 
teresting one until the next election.

Indians to Blame for Great Idaho Fire 

Tekoa, Wash.—According to the dy- 
ing statement of a Kootenai Indian 
the mystery regarding the origin of 
the big forest fire that destroyed Wal- 
lace, Idaho, and smaller towns and 
burned 3,000,000,000 feet of fine tim- 
ber a year ago, is believed to be clear- 
ed up. Indians, according to the 
statement, started a fire in a logged- 
off region to insure a good crop of 
huckleberries the following spring. 
A sudden windstorm carried the fire 
beyond their control and into the dry 
forests in Idaho, The Indians fled to 
the reservation. 

Canadian Explorer Back 

Ottawa, Ont.—Captain Bernier, the 
Canadian Arctic explorer, is ~ back 
from a year’s cruise in the far north. 
Captain Bernier wintered in the Are- 
tic, and is said not to have been heard 
from for more than six months, when 
his ship, the Arctic, was reported off 
Point Amour, on the Labrador coast. 

Captain Bernier's long silence and 
the uncertainty of the exact where- 
abouts in the Arctic had caused some 
anxiety in official circles in Ottawa. 
The return by way of Labrador failed 
his intention of making the North- 
Wst passage, 


Seven Men Killed in a C, P. R. Wreck 

North Bay, Ont.—A C, P. R. wreck 
at Chapleau resulted in seven deaths. 
It was caused by the engine of a work 
train running tender first and crash- 
ing into the van of an east bound 
stock train standing on the main line, 
Kight men in charge of the stock were 
in the van, but only one escaped, sav- 
ing himself by jumping. The acei- 
dent occurred at five in the morning. 
The dead include:—Clarmont, of Lon- 
con, England; Harold, of Windsor, 
Ont.; Nelson, of Winnipeg, Man.; 
Geoffron, of Quebec, and three others 
whose names are unknown 4t present,

The Canadian Elections Have Added 
One More Failure to His Record— 
Has Not Succeeded in Reducing 
the Tariff, and the Cost of Living 
is on the Increase—Line Between 
U.S, and Canada Remains as of Old 


Washington. — The administrhtion 
and standpat Republican statesmen, 
who stood by President Taft, are 
amazed over the extent of the over- 
whelming defeat of reciprocity in 
Canada, Whether Taft succeeds him- 
self in the White House, or a Demo- 
crat gets in, the line between Canada 
and the United States will remain as 
of old. 

The tremendous defeat is the big- 
gest fact that has been projected into 
the United States political situation 
since the Republican defeat in the 
congressional election in 1896, When 
President Taft was glected on a plea 
of revising the tariff downward, the 
country negotiated the reciprocity 
treaty. That treaty served to split his 
own party wider than the tariff ses- 
sion had split it. Now Canada rejects 
the treaty so that Mr, Taft is left with 
a dismembered pary on his hand and 
no assets to offset that liability. It is 
too early for an appraisal of political 
effects and indications. He predicted 
that by the election of 1912 reciprocity 
would so far have disproved, by its 


| 


ponents that it would not be discus- 
sed at all. While the landslide 
against the pact cannot but give 
Americans a shock, the result mani- 


Canadian prejudice 
against the United States. Political 
results in the United States must ne- 
cessarily be a matter of conjecture for 
some time. The surprise is so great 
that it will be necessary for political 
consideration to readjust itself to a 
realizaion of what has happened. The 
one thing that seems certain is that 
President Taft must stand before the 
country with one more failure to his 
credit. That this possibility influenc- 
ed the result in Canada will make 
little difference. That he carried his 
pact through a generally unfriendly 
congress, will be of small benefit to 
him now. Nothing succeeds lik¢ suc- 
cess or fails harder than failure, 

With the country bent on tariff _re- 
vision, and with the high cost of liv- 
ing making the demand increasingly 
acute for years, President Taft failed 
to produce a revision that satisfied 
the country. That was proved by the 
the election results of a year ago.

The Cost of Food in the United States | 
is Reaching Prohibitive

TRUE TO HIS PRINCIPLES 


Man Who Assassinated Stolypin 
Heard Death Sentence With- 
out Tremor 

Kiev, Russia.—Dimitry Bogroff, the 
assassin of Premier Stolypin, was 
tried by court martial and sentenced 
to death by hanging. Bogroff shot M. 
Stolypin during a gala performance at 
the opera, and the premier succumbed 
to the wound. Emperor Nicholas, the 
heir ap arent, and the Grand- Duch- 
esses Olga, Tatina Marie and Anas- 
tasia, who occupied the imperial box, 
witnessed the shooting. jogroff is 
about 24 years old and a graduate of 
Kiev university. He was a member 
of the secret police and also a revolu- 
tionist and is said to have been as- 
signed to the murderous task by the 
revolutionary organization. The court 
martial was attended by twenty offi- 
cials, six .of them having witnessed 
the shooting, among them was the 
Minister of Justice, Chtchegolvitoff. 
In view of Bogroff's plea of guilty, 
however, none of them were called to 


stand, and only Col, Kuliabko, chief | 


of the secret police, was examined, It 
was through the instrumentality of 
Kuliabko that Bogroff gained admit- 
tance to the theatre to assassinate M. 
Stolypin. Bogroff declined counsel. 
Everyone was amazed at his calmness 
and firmness of his voice as he relat- 
ed the history of his life. He also de- 


scribed how he had deceived the po-; 


lice in getting the opportunity to as- 
sassinate the premier, but did not be- 
tray anyone. He heard the sentence 
of death pronounced without even a 
tremor. 


SIR R. HART DEAD 


Britisher Who Introduced Many Re- 
forms Into China 

London.—Sir Robert Hart, director- 
general of customs in China from 1901 
to 1908, and inspector-general since 
1863, died recently. Sir Robert had 
been living in England since his re- 
tirement from the Chinese service be- 
cause of ill health. 

Sir Robert Hart, who was an Trish- 
man by birth, had been in the Chin- 
ese maritime custom service since 
1859. He was born in 1835. He was 
the most potent link between China 
and the western world. He created its 
customs service; he gave China a 
comprehensive tariff; and was behind 
practically every commercial treaty 
that China made prior to 1908, when 
he returned to England because of ill- 
health. 

Soon after his return, retired 
from the Chinese service. He was 
secretary to the commission of allies 
which met in Canton in 1858. He en- 
tered the Chinese customs service as 
deputy commissioner the next year. 
After being advanced to the post of in- 
spector-general of customs in 1863, he 
re-organized the service on modern 
lines. 

Chinese and Malay pirates at that 
time made Chinese waters unsafe to 
commerce, Hart equipped a_ large 
fleet of steamers to hunt the pirates 
down. He _ established lighthouses, 
and, later, a postal service. In recog- 
nition of his innimerable services, he 
received the greatest honors in the 
gift of the Chinese government.

GERMAN WAR SCARE HAS FIN- 
ALLY DISAPPEARED 


The British Foreign Office is Now 
Satisfied That There Will Be No 
War—Germany is Not Ready to 
Fight and the Anglo-French Ali- 
ance is Too Strong Financially for 
the Teutons. 

London.—All danger of a Franco- 
(fcbanuate war over the latest Moroccan 
jentanglement is known in government 
leircles here to have passed with the 
| dispatch of France’s reply to Ger- 
many's last note concerning a settle- 
iment. The government has been kept 
informed as to every stage of the ne- 


| 


gotiations and it is stated on the high. 
est Downing street authority that even 
in the smallest details the Berlin and 
Paris cabines are in accord concern- 
‘ing Morocco, Arrangements for the 
transfer of portion of the French 
Congo to Germany are yet to be dis- 
posed of, but as this amounts only to 
a question of selecting suitable phrase- 
ology, there is no possibility that any 
further difficulty will be involved. 
The French note was dispatched as 
drafted by Premier Callaux and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs De Selves. 
This meeting was held at President 
Fallieres’ residence at Rambouillet, 
with all the ministers in attendance. 
The text of the reply is still kept sec- 
ret, but the English government has 
been consulted from the very first be- 
fore any step has been taken by its 
ally, France, and the information 
given out from official sources may be 
accepted implicitly. It is not to be 
i pres that either France or Eng- 
land is pleased at the necessity for 
making concessions to Germany, Nor, 
indeed, it is understood, is Germany 
eg gratified at being driven 
by financial pressure to modify its 
original demands upon the Gallic gov- 
ernment. England and France feel 
on the one side, that Germany forced 
itself into a situation which did not 
concern it and insisted on compensa- 


tion for nothing whatever, On the 
other hand, the Germans were un- 
doubtedly coerced into comparative 


moderation by the threats of English 
and French capitalists, who are en- 
ormous creditors of the fatherland, to 
force a Teutonic default on its securi- 
ties amounting to many millions of 
| marks. 

Germany will neither receive so 
}large a share of influence as it de- 
‘sired in Morocco, nor so ample a slice 
of the French Congo as it desired. 

France and England consider that 
}the kaiser ig not entitled to any con- 
‘cessions whatever. Partly from finan- 
|cial considerations and partly because 
tof its navy is in no condition to be 
matched against England, Germany 
could go to no extremes. England to 
be sure, is far more than a match for 
Germany by sea, and is from its in- 
sular position safe from German at- 
tack on land, but realizes that a clash 
such as threatened over Morocco 
would have spelled destruction for its 
ally, France, in whose welfare English 
interests are bound up to an enormous 
extent. 

Though a settlement is unquestion- 
ably a certainty so far as the present 
complication is concerned, officialdom 
here is far from sanguine concerning 
the future. It is considered that the 
German attitude toward | Morocco 
leaves no doubt of the kaiser’s deter- 
mination to break the Anglo-French 
alliance by. persistent annoyance of 
France, a course of persecution which 
he thinks England will be unable to 
put a stop to, until France disgusted 
with a partner who makes many de- 
mands on France’s good will, but -is 
never prepared to give anything in re- 
turn, drops out of the combination 
and perhaps even joins forces with 
Germany. 


United States and Japan 

Chicago, Ills.—I think a_ perfect 
treaty has been arranged between the 
United States and Japan, and _ that 
the ‘Japanese war scare’ has been bur- 
ied forever,” said Viscount Yasuya 
Uchida, Japan’s ambassador at Wash- 
ington, who stopped over n Chicago 
recently en route to Tokio. Having 
consummated the recent treaty be- 
tween his nation and the United 
States, Uchida is returning to Japan 
to become the minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 

“The relations between the United 
States and Japan have been put on a 
perfect basis, and there is nothin 
more to wish in this regard,”’ he said. 
“We regretted much to leave Washing. 
ton after our two years’ stay in the 
capital.”

Text of the Lesson, Ezek. iii, 12-21. 
Memory Verses, 17-19 — Golden 
Text, Ezek. iii, !7—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. Di M. Stearns. . 


It is most helpful to consider these 
men who were truly sent of God and 
who faithfully delivered His messages, 
The heart of all their messages was 
the one to whom they all bare witness 
(Acts x, 43); the one whom Ezekiel 
saw as 4 man upon a throne (i, 26); 


the one for whom the throne of David 
still waits, who will be King over all 
the earth and rule the worl in right- 
eousness (Luke i, 32, 33; Zech. xiv, 9), 

Ezekiel was one of the captives in 
Babylon, and, like Daniel, he was 
there for his own good and the good of 
others (Jer. xxiv, 5), that he might 
turn the people to God. The hand of 
the Lord was specially upon him, as 
it is said at least seven times (1, 3; iii, 
14, 22; viii, 1; xxxiii, 22; xxxvii, 1; xl, 
1), and by the Spirit of the Lord he 
saw visions of God, heavenly things as 
in chapter i, and things at Jerusalem 
or. earth as in chapter viii, things 
then taking place or ubout to take 
place as in chapter xii, and things yet 
future as in chapter xxxvii. 

When we have become children of 
God by receiving the Lord Jesus 
Christ there is nothing we need so 
much as to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit and have the hand of God upon 
us, controlling, guiding, working. If 
we are in His hand for His pleasure, 
inasmuch as the pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in His hand (Isa. liii, 
10), it will prcePer through us if we 
are only willing and obedient. 

The aim of every believer who is 
right with God must be the glory of 
God, that God in all things may be 
glorified and the time of His king- 
dom hastened (I Pet. iv, 11, 13; v, 10). 
| In chapter i. the prophet saw the like- 
ness of the glory of the Lord in the 
|} cloud, and fire and rightness, and the 
living creatures, and the wheels and 
| the throne over all with the man upon 
jit (chapter i, 3; xxvi, 28). In chapter 
x, 20 he tells us that he knew the 
living creatures were the cherubim, 
and I believe that Adam and Eve and 
|the antediluvian believers saw in the 
cherubim in Eden symbols of what re- 
deemed ones shall be in the kingdom. 

Before it is time to teach this lesson 
I hope to have’ ready a booklet on 
“The Cherubim.” It is only as we are 
filled with visions of God and glory 
that we can be His faithful witnesses 
here in this ungodly world. There is 
rebellion against God on every side as 
truly as in the days of Ezekiel (chap- 
ters ii, 3-8; iii, 7), and the word of 
truth is not popular. It is even ac- 
cording to Isa. xxx, 9-11, but if Spirit 
filled and beholding the glory we shall 
not be moved by what we see and 
hear all about us. 

As the Lord’s messenger or watch- 
man Ezekiel was to hear the word at 
His mouth and give them warning 
from Him (verse 17). His orders were: 
“Speak My words unto them whether 
{they will hear or whether they will 


forbear.”’ ‘Eat this roll and go speak 
unto the house of Israel.” ‘Speak 
with My words unto them.” All My 


words receive in thine heart and go 
and tell them, thus saith the Lord 
| God (ii, 7; iii, 1, 4, 10, 11). The mes- 
;senger of the Lord according to this 
\lesson and Jer, xv, 16; Rev. x, 8-11. 
|Like this prophet and John in Pat- 
|mos, we will find the word sweet to 
our taste, but afterwards bitter (iii, 3, 
/14), for there will be an opposition to 
it on the part of many which will en- 
able us to sympathize with Jeremiah 
in his experience of chapter xx, 8-10. 
May there also be-in us such a burning 
that we cannot but speak the words of 
truth, however much we may be 
tempted not to do so (Acts iv, 20). 

The prophet’s seven days’ astonish- 
ment (verse 15) reminds us of Job's 
friends who sat with him seven daya 
and nights without speaking a word 
(Job ii, 13) and of the words of Ps. 
xxix, 9, ‘I was dumb, I opened not 
my mouth because Thou didst it.” 
Concerning verses 18 to 21 of our les- 
son compare chapters xxxiii, 7-14, and 
note Prov, xxiv, fh. 12, and see our re- 
sponsibility to give to others the glad 
tidings which are for all people. We 
are put in trust with the gospel and 
are debtors to all who have never 
heard, and we will be greatly ashamed 
in that day if we have been unfaith- 
ful to our trust (I Thess. ii, 4; Rom. 
i, 14-16; I John ii, 28). It was one 
who belonged to the wicked one who 
said, “Am I my brother's keeper?” (I 
John iii, 12), and we must be careful 
lest while professedly Christians we 
act as if we cared not if others pers 
ish. Concerning the words “iniquity” 
and “righteousness”’ in the lesson par- 
agraph we are considering, we must 
remember that ‘all our righteous- 
nesses are as filthy rags’ (Isa. Ixiv, 
6), and apart from the righteousness 
of God in Christ, which hecomes ours 
when we receive Him, there is none 
that will stand (II Cor. v, 21; I Cor. 
i, 80; Rom. x, 3, 4). 

From lesson verses 22, 23, we learn 
that we must be where God wants us 
in order to hear His voice. “Arise, go 
forth into the plain, and I will there 
talk with thee.’ ‘‘Arise and go down 
to the potter’s house, and there I will 
cause thee to hear my words” (Jer. 
xviii, 2). Obedience is everything, 
whether the word is “Go forth’ or 
“Go shut thyself within thine house” 
(verse 24), whether He says ‘Be 
dumb” or “Open thy mouth” (verses 
26, 27).

The 
doctor did not dure to refuse and a few 
minutes later brought a small vial 
containing the poison, which he as- 
sured the ezar would deprive any one 
of existence in a few minutes. To be 
sure that he had been obeyed and that 
the doctor was speuking the truth the 
czar obliged him to remain in the room 
warning bim that if the polson failed 
his life should answer for it. The czar 
took the poison without the least tre- 
mor or the movement of a muscle, and, 
although twice tuld by the doctor, who 
held his watch In bis hand, that there 
was time to save him by an antidote 
should he alter his mind, the czar re- 
fused, answering the second entreaty 
by simply waving the man away. he by 
that time being unable to speak, It 
was given out that the czar had died 
from the effects ot a severe chill, but 
those who knew the facts also knew 
that he bad committed suicide rather 
than face the defeat uf hiz army.”

MIGHTY ARCTURUS. 


if fhie Star Were Our Sun it Would 
Instantly Consume the Earth. 
The parallax of a star is its angular 
displacement as seen from two op- 
posite points on the earth's orbit. The 
base line employed in this gigantic spe- 
cies of surveying is 180,000,000 miles 


{in length, but the calculation is re- 


duced to the semidiameter of the orbit. 
‘The results are at the same time amaz- 
ing and instructive. 

Let us take the famous star Are- 
turus, often called the “star of Jub” 
becnuse in the Old Testament the 
Almighty is represented as saying to 
the unfortunate patriarch, who main- 
tains a certain dignity in spite of bis 
helplessness and his sufferings, “Canst 
thou call forth Arcturus and his sons?” 

Many conflicting measures of the 
parallax of Arcturus bave been made, 
but the latest made at Yale seem more 
probably correct than their predeces- 
sors. ‘They fix the parallax at 0.006 
seconds—i, e., sixty-six one-thousandth 
of a second of arc. From this It is 
ensy to calculate the distance of the 
stur, It comes out at nearly 290,000,- 
000,000,000 miles (two hundred and 
ninety trillion miles), This is mure 
than 3,000,000 times the distance of 
the earth from the sun. 

Having this distance, we can calcu- 
late the nctual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ac- 
tual brightness as compared with that 


‘of our sun, on the supposition that 


both were at the same distance from 
us. We thus fiud that Arcturus ex- 
ceeds the sun as a Hght giver about 
2,500 times! It is a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours, 

Put ‘the earth as near to Arcturus 
as it is to the sun and all life would 
disappear from its surface as if swept 
off by a blast of inconceivable heat. 
The summer temperature would rise 
to tens of thousands of degrees. The 
oceans would boil away. Vegetation 
wou'd be burned up in a twinkling. 
The eyes of living beings would char 
in thelr sockets. The plains and 
mountains would burst into flame. 
Minerals would run in molten streams. 
There would be no comfort for a liv- 
ing world nearer to Arcturus than 
about .4,000,000,000 miles, If he has 
planets he must keep them at a re 
spectful distance. And yet nearly 
300,090,000,000,000 miles from. him we 
can look into his blazing eye and see 
only a bright star. ’ 

Still, Dr, Alfred Russel Wallace 
maintains that this little earth, this 
tiny attendant of a tiny sun, is the 
only seat of intelligent life—outside of 
the misty midregion of disembodied 
spirits—thit the universe contains, 
and Dr, Wallace is a learned man, But 
his learning is not that which astron- 
omy offers,—Garrett P, Serviss in New 
York American,

Fire tricks were practiced in very 
ancient times. The first known tire 
breather was a Syrian slave named 
Euuus, a leader in the Servile war in 
Sicily, 130 B. C. He pretended to have 
immediate communication with the 
gods, When desirous of inspiring his 
followers with courage he breathed 
flames and sparks from his mouth, 

In order to accomplish this feat Eu- 
nus pierced a nutshell at both ends, 
and, having filled it with some burn- 
ing substance, he put it in his mouth 
and breathed through it. The same 
trick is performed today in a more 
approved manner, The performer rolls 
some flax or hemp iuto a ball about 
the size of a walnut, which he lets 
burn until it is nearly consumed. 
Then he rolls around it more flax 
while it is still burning. By this 
means the fire is retained in the ball 
for a long time, He slips this ball 
into his mouth unperceived and 
breathes through it. His breath re- 
vives the fire, and he sustains no in- 
jury so long as he inhales only through 
his nostrils, 

Various theories have been advanced 
to account for other feats of this sort 
performed by the ancients. An old 
ordeal was the holding of a redhot 
fron by the accused, who was not 
burned If he were innocent, Probably 
some protective paste was used on the 
hands, The peculiar property of 
mineral salts, such as alum, ip pro- 
tecting articles of dress from fire bas 
long been known, An old Milanese 
devised a @ostume consisting of a 
cloth covering for the body which bad 
been steeped in alum, A _ metallic 
dress of wire gauze was added to this, 
and thus protected a man might walk 
on hot fron.—Harper's, 


London's Dramatio Censors. 

London bas had ita absurd dramatic 
censors even if it cannot quite come up 
to Vienna. Colley Cibber in bis auto- 
biography tells us of one master of the 
revels who was responsible for the li- 
censing of plays in those days expung- 
ing the whole first act of “Richard III.” 
on the ground that the distresses of 
Henry VI. would remind weak people 
of King James, then living tn France. 
In fact, Shakespeare has more than 
once been censored, for “King Lear" 
was Inhibited during the {llness of 
George III. George Colman when 
reader of plays banned the use of such 
words as angel and bheaven.—London 
Chronicle,

C. P. R. Report 


A glance at the report of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway for the year end- 
ing June 30th, 1911, shows how rapidl 
this railway is covering Canada with 
its network of steel rails. The report 
of the road for the year 1910 puts the 
actual C, P. R. mileage at 10,270.6, 
and the mileage under construction at 
471.4 miles. This year’s report shows 
that the actual mileage of the Com- 
‘pany has advanced to 10,480.9 miles 
and that it has 983.3 miles of new 
track under construction. This means 
that the C. P. R. has under construc- 
tion almost three miles of track for 
every working day in the year. 

While most of the new track is, of 
course, being laid west of Winnipeg, 
there are also a number of new ex- 
tensions being built in Eastern Can- 
ada. The new grain. route from Vic- 
toria Harbor to Bothany, being the 
largest of these extensions under con- 
struction. In Western Canada, the 
Saskatchewan Division of the road 
| will construct the greatest amount of 

new track. Here the C. P, R. has 
under construction 525.5 miles, distrib. 
uted as follows: Moose Jaw, south- 
westerly 35 miles; Outlook to Ker- 
robert, 102.4 miles; Kerrobert, north- 
east 25 miles; Forward, westerly 46 
miles;. Estevan to Forward, 55 miles; 
Craven to Bulyea, 21 miles; Regina to 
Colonsay, 133.1 miles; Swift Current, 
southeast 45 miles; Wilkie to Anglia, 
31 miles; Wilkie, northwest 32 miles. 

On the Alberta Division, construc- 
tion work is going on as _ follows: 
Irricana, east 36.7 miles; Bassano to 
junction, with ‘Kininvie, northwest 
35.5. miles; Swift Current, northwest 
35 miles; Carmangay to Aldersyde, 
56.3 miles; Galloway to Waldo, 13.4 
miles; Castor, east 60 miles.

BALFOUR’S MEMORY. 


It Frequently Plays Him a Mean 
| Trick While Speaking. 

| Mr. Balfour, who has completed his 
sixty-third year, is frequently the vic- 
tim of absent-mindedness. Once in 

a speech he referred to the late Sir 
|Henry Campbell-Bannerman as Sir 
‘Henry Bannerman, Sir Charles Ban- 

nerman, and Mr, Bannerman, Not 
|very long ago he spoke of Lord 
| Northampton as Sir Henry Fowler and 
Sir William Fowler. There. was an- 
other entertaining instance some time 
back at a Primrose League demonstra- 
tion at the Albert Hall. “Where do 
I sit?’ asked Mr. Balfour, with a 
bland note of inquiry. A surprised 
official pointed to the chair. Mr. Bal. 
four, seemingly, had totally forgotten 
that he was to preside over the meet- 
ing. 

The right hon. gentleman was born 
in Scotland, eldest son of the late 
Mr. James Maitland Balfour, of Whit- 
tinghame, who married Lady Blanche 
Cecil, sister of tie late Marquis of 
Salisburg. Educated at Eton and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, Mr. Bal- 
four entered the House of Commons 
in 1874 as M.P. for Hertford; from 
1885 to 1906 he sat for East Man- 
chester, and since then he has been 
one of the representatives of the City 
| of London. 

For a few years he acted as private 
secretary to his uncle at the Foreign 
Office, and accompanied the mission 
of Lord Beaconsfie.d and Lord Salis- 
bury to Berlin in 1878. His admin- 
istrative experience commenced in 
1885 as President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, und he was Chief 
Secretary for Ireland from 1887 to 
1891, when, on vhe death of Mr. 
W. H. Smith, he became First Lord 
of the Treasury and Leader of the 
House of Commons. 

On Lord Salisbury’s retirement in 
July, 1902, Mr. Balfour succeeded him 
as Prime Minister, in which post he 
continued until the Liberals regained 
power, in 1906. 

The right hon. gentleman is Chan- 
cellor of Edinburgh University, an 
Bilder Brother of Trinity House, and 
Grand Master of the Primrose League. 
He has been president of the British 
Association, and Lord Rector of: Glas- 
gow and St. Andrew's Universities. 

Mr. Balfour is a very astute man 
of business, and a wealthy one with- 
al. He has investments in real estate 
in many unlikely places, includin, 
New Zealand. His fortune originate 
with his paternal grandfather, James 
Balfour, an Indian civil servant, who 
afterwards made $1,500,000 out of con- 
tracts for supplying the Indian navy 
with provisions. 


No. More Sea-Sickness. 


The’ new Cunard liner Lakonia, 
which was launched recently on the 
Tyne, England, will be unique in the 

ssession of an invention for which 
a claimed the remarkable virtue that 
it will practically do away with the 
seasickness, The vessel will be fitted 
with a large tank occupying the bot- 
tom and sides amidships, and it will 
be possible by means of a regulator, 
to counteract the effect produced by 
the consumption of coal, stores, etc. 
The water tank, which is divided into 
compartments, is covered with air- 
tanks, and at the bottom are spe- 
cially constructed water passages. 
The tanks are partially filled with 
water, and the motion of the ship 
is checked by a contrary movement of 
the water from one side to the other 
through the passages. To provide 
|for changes in the movement of the 
| vessel the water which is always un- 
| der perfect control, can be regulated 
| to suit circumstances. One or two of 
| the compartments can be utilized as 
| required by opening or closing the 
valvea which are affixed to the air 
tanks, and by completely closing the 
valves the passage of air from the 
‘ side of the ship to the other is pre- 
vented. In this way the water in the 
tanks may be thereby keeping the 
| vessel from rolling. The Lokonia will 
not only be the first Atlantic liner to 
be fitted with the anti-rolling tanks, 
| but also the first British ship to be 
so equipped. 


New Home for Roman Boat, 


the Roman boat which was found in 
the bed of the Thames on the aite 
of the new London County Hall to 
the orangery in Kensington Palacy 
Gardens was completed recently with- 
out misadventure. 


! The boat was found embedded deep 


down in the substratum of the river 
bed during excavations last year, and 
since it has been exposed to the air 
the beams have hardened, cracked, 
and shrunk. The whole structure is 
so brittle that it was necessary to 
| build a frame completely round it. 
The keel had to be enclosed in a box, 
as otherwise it would probably have 
dropped out altogether.

Sir E. P. Girouard, the Canadian, 
who is Governor of the Kast Afric 
Protectorate, in his last report to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, onl 
the administration of that country, 
deals in the course of a series of arti- 
cles on the conditions of life and the! 
best way of ruling the savage andj 
semi-savage population. All the tribes, 
he says, at present hold their lands 
under communal conditions, and diffi- 
culties have arisen as to the position 
of native Christians within the re- 
serve. It will undoubtedly be impos 
sible for them to obey some of the: 
native laws and customs, more parti+ 
cularly with regard to marriage, di- 
vorce, and inheritance. At the same 
time grave t-ecubles might arise ifi 
these native Christians were allowed 
to individualize themselves in native) 
reserves and to be withdrawn from the 
control of their chiefs in regard to 
native law an custom applicable to 
their changed conditions. Although 
it is premature for me, after so short 
a stay in the country, to lay down a 
fined policy, or to dogmatize on the 
lines to be followed with regard to 
the administration in native reserves, 
1 place on record, he goes on, some 
notes giving my views on methods to, 
be employed, which, having been suc- 
cessful in other parts of Africa in deale! 
ing with people of a somewhat similar 
character to those living in East Af- 
rica, may be useful as guiding prin- 
ciples. ‘ 

The fundamental principle, and the} 
only human policy to be followed in| 
dealing with peoples who have not 
reached a high stage of civilization, 
and are still dependent on a com- 
munal system of government, is to 
develop them on their own lines and 
in accordance with their own ideas 
and customs, purified in so far as ne- 
cessary, Whilst retaining all the good 
in their government which makes for 
manliness, self-respect, and honest 
dealing, only that which is repug-; 
nant to higher ideals of morality and! 
justice should be rejected. All auth-| 
orities on African native government! 
have deplored the great harm that has. 
been done, not purposely but unwit-. 
tingly, by administrative officers pos- 
sessing little or no knowledge of the! 
language, habits and customs, institu-; 
tions, and traditions of the people they, 
are called upon to administer. Im-! 
atient for so-called progress, they, 
have at times trampled under foot the! 
very institutions which should have! 
been preserved if they had had any! 
regard for the essential advancement! 
of the people. i 

Great and enduring patience is, 
therefore expected from al: adminis- 
trative officers, for exasperating: 
though it may seem to see things go} 
slowl:, it is worse to upset ideals and; 
customs so little understood. It is not, 
from the present generation that we’ 
may look for much — the succeeding 
generation are in the hands of admin- 
istrative officers, und it is for them 
to ..sould the people as best they can 
with the educative means at their dis- 
posal. It must certainly be their en-

lune of civilization, but this can only 
e achieved by gradual methods and 
by observing existing conditions. 
Every improvement must le by a nat- 
ural process of evolution which will 


| cause no extreme dislocation of prese 


ent circumstances. We should sup- 
port the authority of the chiefs, coune 
cils of elders, and headmen in native 
reserves, and the prestige and influ- 


| er.ce of the chiefs can be best upheld 
| by allowing the peasantry to see that 
| Government itself treats them as an 


integral part of the machinery of the 
administration. Native tribes vary 
greatly, and whilst some have a nat- 
ural genius for self-government, oth- 
ers are more primitively constituted. 

Many of the tribes in East Africa 
have no chiefs of recognized authority. 
but where this is the case tribal of 
family authority is vested in a chorea 
council of elders. By upholding the 
authority of the cliefs and elders it 
is not intended to imply that officerg 
should sit down and enforce blindly 
all orders issued by these men who, 
after all, are in a sense savages. The 
main object of administering the peo- 
ple through their chiefs is to prevent 
disintegration amongst the tribe; but 
active interest, supervision, and guid- 
ance on the part of the officers of the} 
administration are all necessary for 
th: prevention of abuses. There are 
not lacking those who favor direct 
British rule, but if we allow the trib- 
al authority to be ignored or broken 
it will mean that we, who numerically 
form a small minority in the country, 
shall be obliged to deal with a rabble, 
with thousands of persons in a savage 
or semi-savage state ali acting on 
their own impulses and making them- 
selves a danger to society generally, 
There could only be one end to nush 
a policy, and that would be eventu 
conflict with the rabble. 

The policy to ba pursued with re- 
gard to natives in European settle. 
ments and towns ia a more difficult 
subject to deal with, and its solution 
is one of the most important tasks 
before us. The claborate structure of 
native custom and belief is apt to fall 
when we touch it, and yet we express 
surprise at the disorder of our own 
creation, We hold out inducements to 
natives to leave their homes, and yet 
we are astonisned that these natives 
will not always return to their re- 
serves, Vie cannot comprehend why, 
because they have tasted the sweets 
of town life, they will not carry on 
their former occupation in their own 
villages or hamlets under the rule we 
are endeavoring to maintain and 
strengthen. We forget that by »ring- 
ing the native into contact with civi- 
lization his mind may be rudely awak- 
ened; he discovers that he is naked; 
he finds that his chief is, after all, 
not co important nor »o rich as be
